A vote will be on the contest brought 


by Van Meter t Dem.)'for the seat now 
held by Berry, both being from Fay-' 
ette county. 


Both the Democrats aad the Repub- 


licans claim to have a majority on the 
impending vote, and, while it will not, 
oi course, bo in any way decisive, it 
will put even' nian upon record, ant! 
the parly managers will know just 
who is for them and wto is agiinst 
them. 


There are 100 members of the IIOUSP, 


and the Democrats .claim with confi- 
dence that, o£ these, they will have 
at least 52 votes, against 47 for the 
Republicans. 


Berry, the Republican coatestee. will 


not be able to vote, as the question is 
one in which he was personally inter- 
ested. The Republicans assurt that 
they are absolutely certain the vote 
will be at least 51 to 43 in their favor, 
and are confldont of receiving several 
votes in addition to that estimate. 


A vote was taken in Sie house which

Doodle Rumor Started About Street 


Railway Franchise Bill. 


Columbus, O., Jan 27.—Both, branch- 


es of the legislature adjourned 
till 


Monday. 


The rumors of the use of boodle, 


common to every legislature, are again 
afloat It is "said that the committee 
on railroads and telegraphs had in- 
formally agreed to report favorably 
the McKinzie street railway franchise 
bill, submitting renewals and exten- 
sions to a vote of the people. At the 
last meeting of the committee, it is 
asserted, some members had under- 
gone a change ot heart. 


According to the rumors, one of the 


members of the committee, 
*»Iie is 


strongly in favor o£ toe bill, was ap- 
proached by a statesman, who advised 
him that he could not afford to urge a 
favorable report on the proposition. 
The committeeman, as the statement 
goes, insisted that he favored the pro- 
position, and was asked significantly 
"if he was here for his health." This 
left the member under the impression 
that he had been "approached" and the 
incident is understood to have been 
reported to the author Of the measure. 
The committee will meet again. Tues- 
day. 


Mr. Haner o£ iladison offered in the 


house a resolution to submit a proposi- 
tion to Ohio voters to amend article 5, 
section 1, .of the constitution, so as to 
allow women to vote. 


The Ross bill for equal wages for- 


men and women-engaged in the same 
line o£ employment, unless otherwise 
mutually agreed upon, -was passed by 
a vote of 58 to 23. A penalty of $100 to 
foOO is provided for violation of this 
law. 


Mr. Ranhin of Clark introduced a 


bill to exempt from taxation charita- 
ble homes for women. Such a home 
has recently been 
established 
at 


Springfield. The bill Is to have gen- 
eral application. 


Among the bills favorably reported 


by committees and placed on the cal- 
euaar for third reading Monday are 
these of general importance: For foot 
paths along township roads; salary 
bill for Erie county; to protect quail; 
for an additional jude in Lorain. Me- 
dina and Summit counties: to add 
non-residence in state In grounds for 
attachment; to repeal Cleveland li- 
cense law, and several local bills. 


Senate Proceedings. 


Senator Lawrence introduced a bill 


to take from common pleas judges the 
power to appoint members of the 
boards of visitors, to county benevo- 
lent and penal institutions and give it 
to the probate judges. 


A bill by Senator Sheppard author- 


izes the presiding judge of any sub- 
division, when it appears that a, jtuiEl 
there is interested in a cas6 coming up 
in his court, to designate a judge of 
some other subdivision Of tha district 
to preside at the trial.

The only resistance Yi-as at Lcgaspi, 


where five Americans were wounded 
and 45 dead a,nd 15 wounded Filipinos 
was found. It is estimated that there 
are 125,000 bales of hemp in . these 
provinces, and 75,000 bales in the ports 
of Sorsogon and Logaspi. 


The United States gunboat Nash- 


ville's shrapnel burned 8,000 bales in 
Logaspi. The expedition arrived oS 
Corsogon, Jan. 20, and the tovrn dis- 
played white ftags. General Kobbe and 
Colonel Howe, with, a battalion of the 
Forty-seventh infantry, landed and 
raise'd the United States flag. The in- 
surgent force, numbering 2,300 evacu- 
ated the place. The natives were pas- 
sive. 


During the morning of Jan. 23 the 


Nashville and Venus, -with, four com- 
panies of the Forty-seventh infantry 
regiment, under Major Shipton, ap- 
proached Logaspi. Filipino flags were 
flying and the trenches were crowded. 
A detachment of 150 picked men, led 
by Major Shipton, landed on the beach 
about a mile north of the town. The 
Nashville bombarded the trenches and 
the enemy retreated to Albay, whence 
they were easily dispersed to the hills. 
About 200 insurgents, armed with 
rifles, forced 600 unwilling 
villagers, 


armed with bows and arrows, to serve 
in the trenches in tbo close range 
street fighting before the enemy fled. 
The Filipino dead were mostly vil- 
lagers, who were attempting to flee. 
The expedition will proceed to Samar 
and Leyte, where thft Forty-third in- 
fantry and a battalion of the Third 
artillery will be distributed. 


Lieutenant Colonel Webb C. Hayes 


has defeated an entrenched force of 
the enemy- at Saraiaga. One American 
was killed and five wounded. A record 
of 11 American prisoners was 
found. 


Captain Casteel, -while scouting near 
Baras with his company, encountered 
400 insurgents. He was reinforced by 
Captain Gracie, and the enemy was 
driven to Tanay. One American was 
killed and one wounded.

The Original Hypnotic Victim. 


Toledo, 0., Jan. 27.—Joseph , Lamb, 


for many years an express agent here, 
died of heart disease in the House o£ 
Strangers. Lamb acquired.notoriety 30 
years ago through his connection with 
Madame Lyciia Derere, for whom he 
negotiate^ a note ror $5,000, to which 
the name of C. F. Brown, a wealthy 
Youagstown iron manufacturer, was 
forged. This was one of several sim- 
ilar cases, and both were arrested and 
tried. Irvin Belford, now clerk of the- 
federal court here, defended Lamb, 
and astonished bar and jurors by ad- 
mitting all charges, but pleading that 
Larnb had acted while under hypnotic 
influence. It was the first time this de- 
fea&e was ever made in an American, 
court, but it was established and the 
express agent was acquitted. He lost 
his position. 


New Ruling In Bankruptcy. 


Chicago, Jan. 27.—Ruling was made

The action of the miners" 
convention in deciding to break up the 
"continuous joint session" plan and 
have a sine die adjournment of the 
conference was extremely 
radical. 


'Gag rule" and the exclusion of the 
Iowa operators, who have departed in 
disgust, are given as the reasons for 
forcing a sine die adjournment. The 
operators of Ohio, Illinois, Indiana 
and Pennsylvania are reported as 
baring voted as a unit to present an 
agreement that will bind the operators 
of the iour states compact to adopt the 
run-of-the-mine system, so strenuously 
demanded by the miners. It takes a 
unanimous vote to bind a scale agree- 
ment. Trouble is expected and a long 
debate when the scale committee re- 
ports to the joint conference. Some op-

It can inove only slightly and remains 
helpless is its mnd sepulcher until the 
•wasp egg hatches into a voracious 
grub, which at once falls to and eats 
with great relish the meat thus miracu- 
lously preserved. 


Whether the spider can feel pain in 


this paralyzed state is not known, but 
it certainly retains its sight and so 
.watches the wasp grub growing, and 
a spider's natural fear of a wasp would 
causa ample suffering to atone for its 
own onslaught on flies.

She suffered the terrible agony 
of convulsions Until shortly after 
o'clock, when her suSerings were ter 
mihated by the welcome hand o 
death. Her last words and thought 
were of her little SOB, whom sh 
pressed closely to her with her rapidly 
failing strength just before her un 
iappy life was terminated.
